earth weighs 8i times as much as 
the moon , so in ord er to come to a 
balan ce, the moon s arm must be 81 
times as lon g as the earth’s.

It is related that eighty colleges and universities 
offer courses preparing for public service, but that only 
about a dozen cities a year give graduates a chance for 
practical performance. 
It is asserted that anv change 
if up f0 the administrators already on the job, who must 
. * posit,lve Wlllingness to assume the periodic re­ 
sponsibility of training an apprentice.” 
This is part of the movement to jar loose the local 
officials and set up city managers who may move from 
place to place, accepting the highest bid for their ser­ 
vices. 
Now that the city manager has become recog­ 
nized in laws of numerpus states, the urge is put on him 
to get an assistant. 
That makes a job for one more. 
Now the movement seems to be to get him an apprentice 
whose aim is supposed to be to work up to the position 
of city manager, adopting the field as a career. 
Summarized, the committee’« conclusion is: 
“ A nation-wide local government service that is ac­ 
tually 
developing ‘real careers’ 
would absorb several 
hundred apprentices a year. 
These apprentices would 
be on strict probation and would not receive permanent 
appointments until they had proved their ability. 
The 
proving process in some cases might ex tend over several 
years. 
In cases of prejudice against taking on non-local 
residents as apprentices, administrators are urged to dis­ 
charge their responsibility by making certain that no 
voting persons of ex ceptional promise in their own com­ 
munities ack opportunity to make a career in local gov­ 
ernment.” 
Our observation right after a city election has been 
that there always is plenty of persons in each communi­ 
ty who are anx ious “ to make a career in local govern­ 
ment.” 
More and more it appears that our educational in­ 
stitutions are directing their graduates to the public 
trough. 
Of course the trough is much longer than it 
used to be when it afforded places for only ambitious 
young lawyers and the sons of county chairmen. 
Once upon a time our agricultural colleges educat­ 
ed the young men with the purpose of sending them 
hack to the farm better qualified to make the land pro­ 
duct a living and to make it a better place on which to 
live. 
Now, it seems to us, the rush is not to the farm but 
to the government payroll. 
The government for a per­ 
iod of years sent graduates out to show the farmer how- 
to make two blades of grass grow where one grew be­ 
fore. 
Now the government pays them to stop growing 
that ex tra blade. 
More than that, young men who start­

Fau lts Fou nd in Road 
The safety organizations are in­ 
clined to concentrate their efforts 
on correcting fau lty driving. 
How­ 
ever, on Roosevelt road, which is 
better known farther west as the 
Lincoln 
highway, 
The 
Tribu ne 
roadster fou nd fau lts in the road 
which might be easier to correct 
than m an's proneness to mistakes. 
Two or three miles west of Ge­ 
neva a dou ble row of elms on the 
right-of-w’ay bore scars of au tos 
on their heavy tru nks. 
The nar­ 
row dirt shou lders and deep ditch­ 
es bordering the 18-foot slab ob­ 
viou sly had helped cau se the acci­ 
dents. 
Fu rthermore, a l t ho u g h 
more of these large growing varie­ 
ties are being planted throu ghou t 
the state, a motorist m ight prefer 
shru bbery 
to absorb

Traffic Obscu red at Corner 
Ten miles west of Geneva there 
is an intersection of Roosevelt road 
with the new rou ting of U. S. 30, a 
scene of five bloody crashes since 
Jan. 1.

At least seven m onths of each year 
residents of Illinois and of all other 
northern states are dependent u pon 
artificial heating for their comfort, 
especially in their homes. From the 
days of the cave m an’s bru shwood 
fires 
to ju st 
abou t 20 years 
ago 
there had been little scientific stu dy 
of home heating problems. 
Yet present heating plants are far 
from the cave m an’s blazes. 
The 
most recent figu res available 
show' 
more tha n 
six 
million warm air 
heating systems, a million each 
of 
steam and of hot w ater plants, and 
more than seven million stoves 
in 
the u rban residential dwellings of 
America. 
In the 
S tate of 
Illinois 
more than 9 33,000 homes have warm 
air, more tha n

steam heat,

If we accept the average m an’s 
definition of intelligence as “k now­ 
ing enou gh to come in ou t of the 
rain,” 
certain

laries can be draw n. 
In essence, this definition says 
intelligence is the capacity to ap­ 
preciate adeq u ately a given situ a­ 
tion and to act accordingly. Bu t 
w hat does “appreciate adeq u ately’’ 
mean, and w hat determ ines fitting 
action? 
Sir C harles S. Sherrington, the 
neu rologist, su pplies an answer in 
his m asterfu l work entitled “The 
Integrative Action of the Nervou s 
System .” 
T he m ost im portant service ren­ 
dered by the higher centers of the 
nervou s system is the sifting ou t, 
tying 
together 
and 
rearranging 
into better patterns the nu m erou s 
stim u li received both 
from 
w ith­ 
ou t and w ithin the body. 
This “integration” implies mu ch 
inhibition, 
the 
cou nter-balancing 
of one sensation by another, of one 
im pu lsion of reaction by another. 
Indeed, the capacity to inhibit re­ 
actions is a dependable index to an 
anim al’s grade of nervou s devel­ 
opm ent. The higher in the scale 
of development, the more its ner­ 
vou s system will be dom inated oy 
its 
non-sensory, 
non-m otor, 
inte­ 
grating nervou s tissu e. 
From the psychologic viewpoint, 
too, the integrated action of the 
psyche is look ed u pon as the basis 
of intelligence. Here, too, inhibition 
plays an 
im portant 
role. 
“Cou nt 
10 before you speak ” and “T hink 
it over before you a c t” are com­ 
m on inju nctions. They are an ap ­ 
peal, so to say, to allow the in­ 
tegrative fu nctions of the nervou s 
system and of the psyche tim e to 
render their invalu able service.
